at regular wages, emigrants from Italy 
would have a hard time of it. If they had 
money they might engage in agriculture 
there, but without it that is impossible. 
There is talk of Italian colonia) expansion, 
(but as one authority says, “Italians do not 
leave Italy in order to become peasants in 
uninhabited or badly cultivated countries, | 
but seek occupation as unskilled workers 
in rich countries where wages are high. | 
They then work hard, living a life of rig- 
orous thrift, saving all they can and send- 
ing their savings home.” 


Probably it is what they miss in remit- 
tances from America that accounts for part | 
of the bitterness now being expressed by | 
Italians against this country. But we have 
|made no discrimination. whatever against | 
them, merely applying the quota law to 
them as we have applied it to other coun- 
tries.
